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HERE is no Place whatever, in which 
; the Ladies have ſo much the Opportunity 
| of ſhewing themſelves to Advantage, as in 
their own Drawing Rooms, —— Beauty, in- 
deed, will force its Way to Admiration, in the Park, 
the Opera, or Play-houſe; but then the handſome 
Tarot, and the Woman of Wit, are on the ſame Foot: 
It is thro' the Ear alone the Soul can judge of real 
Merit, and the Man who permits his Eye to be the 
Diſpoſer of His Heart, will often have Cauſe to be 
_ aſhamed of his Want of Penetration. But when a Lady 
embelliſhes her Charms with an agreeable Manner of 
Converſation and good Humour, the Conqueſt Ihe 
makes will not only be laſting, but the Lover, tho” 
” ſhou*d even happen to be rejected, will glory in his 
hains. 

It is not, however, every Lady that has the Happi- 
neſs to think this Way. Beauty is apt to depend 
too much on itſelf, and ſhe who is pelle d of any 
great Share of it, or imagines ſhe is ſo, too often thinks 
it beneath her Care, to diſplay -thoſe more truly va- 
luable Talents ſhe has _— from Nature, and hence 
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it is, not from Want of Ability, but Want of Conſi- 
deration, that we are ordinarily entertain'd with Sub- 
jects to little worthy- of Attention, in the Circles of the 
Fair. A new Mode in Dreſs, the Improvements 


made in it by ſome, and the Diſadvantage it is to 


others to follow it too cloſely, ſhall perhaps take wp 
a whole Evening in one Drewing Room; while in 
another, Cards engroſs the Aſſembly: Scarce a Word 
is to be heard, but in the Faces of thoſe that Play, there 
are frequently ſuch Paſſions delineated as are little to 
their Advantage zin a third, you find more Speakers 
than Heaters. — Some new-broach'd Scandal is on 
foot, and all are eager to give the firſt Information. 
Here the Curious have a full Opportunity of grati- 
fying their favourite Paſſion, with a Detail of the In- 
trigues of the whole Town, The love-ſick Maid, 
the wanton Wife, or amorous Widow, cannot be guilty 
of the leaſt falſe Step, which falls not under the Ob- 
ſervance of thoſe Criticks in Fame. The ſeemingly 
uxorious Huſband, who in all Company extols the 
Merit of his Wife, and talks of nothing but their mu- 
tual Fondneſs, cannot keep his Amour with her Cham- 
Permaid undiſcover d, by the prying Eyes of this Cabal. 
he new-wedded Bride, cover'd with Bluſhes, 
and Who ſeems to tremble at the Approach of Night, 
cannot prevent, with all her Care, theſe inquiſitive 
Fleerers from examining her paſt Conduct. Nor 
the Beau, with a ſplendid Equipage, and no Eſtate, paſs 
here. without the moſt ftrict Scrutiny, into the Means 
by which his Grandeur is ſupported. --- Is the falſe 
Hair, fine Coſmetick, or any other Aſſiſtant to Beauty 
'Jaid on with ſo much Art, that the rival Belle cannot 
diſtinguiſh it from natural? In fine, is there any 
Irregularity in Conduct, — any Indecorum in Beha- 
viour or Dreſs, - any Defect in Beauty, which is not 
here fully expatiated upon? Scandal and Ridicule ſeem 
here to reign with unconteſted Sway, and but rarely 
2 the Intruſion of any other Topick of Conver- 
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The Lady's Drawing Room. 7 
Thus, in moſt Drawing Rooms, do the Ladies either 
conceal their Wit, or proſtitute it to ſubjects utterly 
unworthy of it. : . ie 1 VE THR 
Not ſo at the incomparable Erhelinda's. — Ethelinda,.. 
endued by Heaven and Nature with Beauty to com- 
mand all Hearts, and who of all her Sex ſtands leaſt in 
Need of Language to make known the Perfections of 
her Mind; — her Eyes alone are ſufficient Teſtimonies 
of that everlaſting Spring of Wit which feeds their ra- 
diant Fires; the ſweet Compoſure which fits on every 
fine turn'd Feature ſpeaks the angelick Harmony that 
reigns within her Breaſt, and that Majeſty which is in- 
ſeparable from her whole Perſon, declares the Dignity 
of her Sentiments, without the Aid of Words; yet 
does not this great and amiable Lady diſdain to im- 
prove her Charms by an elegant Converſation with: 
thoſe ſhe permits to ſee her; for tho“ once the Pride 
and Darling of a Court ſhe was born ta arnament, ſhe- 
now avoids all Courts, and from the giddy Pomp ſ6- 
dazzling to little Minds, and Noiſe and Hurry of a tu- 
multuous titled Throng, retires to indulge true Happi- 
neſs among a felected Few in her own Drawing 
Allidle Ceremonies, — all Cards, — all Scandal, are 
baniſh'd hence. — Wit and good Humaur are the only 
Things in Falhion here: The fine Senſe of Erbelinda 
is too well known for any one, not utterly loſt in 
his own Vanity, to utter before her thoſe Impertic 
nencies which paſs well enough, nay, and arc ſome- 


times applauded in other Drawing Rooms, and the 
Sweetneſs of her Diſpoſition too confpicuous, for any 


one to hold an Argument in her Company, to the 
Prejudice of an abſent Perſon. None can be-poſ- 
ſels d of a Virtge, which her harmonious Tongue 
does not magnify ; or a Fault which ſhe does not ſha- 
dow over, by enhancing the Value of ſome good 


Quality in the Perſon guilty of it. She excuſes the 


Whims of the Virtueſo, on account of his Philoſophy. 
The Vanity of the Pest, for the ſake of his good” 
Verſes.,>——The Aufterity of the Prude, in roſpect to 
the Virtue ſhe aſſumes ;, and even the Afedtation-of the 
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Coguet, for the Diverfion ſhe affords the Company. 
Rarely indeed do any of theſe find Place in her Circle, 
but when, by Chance, they do in a manner force 
themſelves into it, they are treated by her, while pre- 
ſent, with a Sweetneſs, and Affability, which hinders 
them from ſeeing how diſpleaſing their Foibles are to

We went too early to find much Company there; 
except the Yopha, on which the admirable Ethelinda 
was ſeated, there were but three Places taken up. 
The one by Philetes, a Gentleman, than whom, there 
is ſcarce to be found a Perſon more accompliſh'd, that 
has a greater Capacity, or a Taſte more reſin' d. He 
was then, juſt arriv'd at thoſe Years which look back, 


with 'Shame, on the Inadverteneies of a green Youth, 


and far from thoſe, which threaten a Decay of Vigour 
or Underſtanding : He can be grave without Auſterity, 
a plain Speaker without Bluntneſs, Gay without de- 
rogating from that Dignity of Sentiment and Beha- 
viour, ſo neceſſary to give Weight to Words, and to 
command Reſpect. — The ſecond was filled by: Dorin- 
thus, a Man of Quality, but infinitely more diſtin- 
aiſh'd for the Excellency of his Morals, and fine 
1 than for his Rank. The Third of chis 
amiable Company was Bellimante, by ſome call'd the 
Lowely, by others the Witty: Tis certain, indeed, ſhe 
ſo well deſerves both theſe Appellations, that it is dif- 
ficalt to determine, in which, of them, ſhe moſt out- 
Mines the Generality of her Sex. That Friend, to 
Whoſe Iutereſt I was indebted for my Admiſſion, is 
call'd 4rsfto, and the Deference I found here paid 


than 
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than I had always believed him to be. As ſoon as 
the firſt Compliments were over, and we had ſeated 
ourſelves 3 Arifto, ſaid Ethelinda to him, with a Smile, 
we were entering into a Diſcourſe of the Paſſions :-— 
Pray, favour us with your Opinion, which of them it 
is that renders a Perfon moſt obnoxious to Society; and 
conſequently, which it is, a generous Mind ought 
chiefly to guard itſelf againſt? _ 

As I know not, Madam, anſwer'd he, on what Oc- 
caſion this Argument was firſt ſtarted, it will be very 
difficult for me to draw any Concluſion. Much may 
be ſaid, both for and againſt all the Paſhons, if we 
conſider the good and bad Conſequences each of them 
ſometimes produces; but for my Part, I am fo far 
from being an Enemy to thoſe Emotions of the Soul, 
which are call'd the Paſſions, that I think, without: 
them, we ſhould be dull, ſpiritleſs, Creatures, and in- 
capable of every ſocial Virtue. 

Ari ſto is in the right, rejoin'd Ph-/etes, it is to the: 
Inſtigations of the Paſſions, that we owe all the great. 
and generous Actions that have been done in the 
World. Even Virtue would be cold, and we ſhoa'd: 
act but faintly in her Cauſe, were we not animated by 
ſomewhat more than barely the Performance of a. 
Daty. The Stoicks, who boaſt of ſubduing all the 
Motions incident to Humanity, are but a ſour, ill- 
natur'd, Set of Mortals, neither happy in themſelves, 
nor capable of making others ſo :—— They content. 
themſelves with doing no Miſchief in the World, with- 
out ever attempting any Action which might be of 
Service, either to Mankind in general, or- the Com-- 
mon- wealth in particular, of which they are unworthy 
Members. | | 

It muſt be a bad Cauſe indeed, ſaid Bellimante 
laughing, that ſo much Wit cannot defend ; but allf 
you can alledge will never convince me, that even. 
that Inactivity you mention is not to be preferr'd to» 
thoſe Diſorders, and Irregularities, which are excited. 
by the Paſſions. 

Doubtleſs, Madam, reply'd Dorinthus, as itis better 
not to be at all, than to be wicked, ſo- it is better to 
"My As have: 
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- of all the Paſſions. 


deſires, yet as the Queſtion was firſt put to me, I will 
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have no Paſſions, than ſuch as in their Effect, are per- 
nicious to Society; but this I do not look upon to be 
the Fault of the Paſſions themſelves, but of the Extra- 
vagance or Corruption of the Heart that harbours 
them. Every Virtue, when carried beyond a cer- 
tain Limit, becomes a Vice. Thoſe ftrong Propen- 
fities, thoſe Defires, which are born with us, are cer- 
tainly implanted in our Minds, in order to invigorate 
the Proſecution: of praiſe-worthy Aims ; ſo that it is 
not the Paſhons, but the Bent we give them, which 


occaſions all the Miſchief complain'd of. What is 
Ambition, but a noble Thirſt of Glory, and a Wiſh

to attain the Reward due to the great Action it inſpires 


us to attempt? —— Without this, what General would 
expoſe his Blood? What Stateſman waſte his Labours 
for his Country's Service ? But when the Point in view 
is gain'd, and the {till reſtleſs Mind wants ſomething 
more, and flies to unwarrantable Means to ſatisfy its 
Cravings ; then does Ampition become dangerous, and 
often involves, not only the Perſon thus actuated, but, 
whole Kingdoms in Confufion. The ſame may be ſaid 
Even Envy, the worſt and baſeſt 
Emotion of the Mind, has its Riſ: fram Emulation, 
than which, there cannot be a greater Incentive to 


laudable Actions: So that, in fine, all Paſſions regu- 


lated by Virtue, become ſo many Ornaments to it, as. 
thoſe under the Direction of a vicious Inclination, 
are ſo many Engines af Ruin, Confuſion, and De- 
ſtruction. 

What Doriatbus has ſaid on this Head, reply d 
Etzhelinda, carries a Self- conviction with it, and one 
cannot, without being wholly ignorant of what paſſes 
in one's own Mind, deny the Truth of it. But, fince 
all the Paſſions, tho' ever ſo laudable in themſelves, 
are liable to bring us into Inconveniencies, by being 
too much indulg'd; I muſt return to my former Quei- 
tion, which of them it moſt behoves us to keep within 


its due Bounds ? | 


Tho' the leaſt qualifed of this Company, faid 4ri/s, 
to give the Illuſtrious Erhbelinda the Satisfaction ſhe 
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take upon me to anſwer, that in this Caſe, no defini- 1 
tive Rule can be admitted; Circumſtances and Con- 4 
ſtitution make a wide Difference. For Example, the 11 
Man, cold and phlegmatick by Nature, would find little 1 
Advantage, in mortifying thoſe tranſent and faint in- ' 
clinations, which now and then ſeize him, on the Sight 
of a beautiful Woman. Nor wou'd the World be a 
; Whit the happier, ſhould the Wretch, born to command 
| only his Dog, endeavour to moderate ſome Defires he 
may poſſibly feel within himſelf, to /ord it over his 
fellow Subjects. To the Princes, and the great Ones ; 
of the Earth, and in fine, to all who have the Porver 
to oppreſs, it belongs to quell thoſe Seeds of Tyranny. 
which elſe, might render thoſe beneath them miſerable. 
To the warm and /anguine Completion, it belongs 
to» carb.thoſe violent Emotions, which are call'd Love. 
In the ſame Manner you may reaſon on all the- 
Paſſions. Every one knows beſt to what his Nature 
is moſt prone, and how far he has the Means of pre- 
judicing others, by pleaſing himſelf; and it is that fa- 
wurite Inclization,. to. whatſoever Object it tends, that. 
we are moſt to guard againſt; for even Devotion may 
become a Crime, when the Exceſs degenerates into Su- 
perſtition or Enthuſiaſm. 

You have anſwer'd in the Manner Lexpected, return» 
ed Ethelinda, and am glad to find a Perſon, . of Arifto's 
allow'd good Underſtanding, of the fame Way of 
thinking with myſelſ. But, continued ſhe, tho' I agree- 
with you in the main Point, methinks you aſcribe ra- 
ther too much to Conſtitution, and thereby diminiſh= 
the Merit of good Actions, as well as ſoften that Aver 
ſion we ought always to conceive for 4% Ones. f 

Pardon me, Madam, reſumed he haſtily; I only 
laid that Conſtitution may. incline us ſtrongly, but not | 
compel us, to any Thing.

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for if Errors find no Excuſe from Conſtitution, the 


Good ariſing from it loſes alſo its Merit, —and to have 
regular and innocent Inclinations is rather a Blefling 
than a Virtue. — Indeed, 4ri//o, human Nature is little 
obliged to you, for pretending to aſſert, it muſt have a 


corrupt, and vicious, Propenſity, in order to deſerve the 


Name of virtuous, 

O Madam, cryed Philetes, you refine too much on 
the Argument; I dare undertake to anſwer for Ariſto, 
that he never meant, true Virtue cou'd alone be proved, 
by ſubduing a Propenfity to vile Actions.—There is 
no Neceſſity a Man ſhou'd be born with the Inclina- 
tions of Socrates, to merit the Praiſes given to that 
Philoſopher for his Virtue, Perfection is not the Por- 


tion of Fleſh and Blood; and as we all have ſome: 


things in us to correct, whoever is capable of doing 
that, wants nothing of conſummate Virtue.-- Of this, 
Madam, continued he, bowing to Bellimante, I need 
go no farther than Yourſelf for a Proof. I am cer- 
tain you never look in your Glaſs without beholding 
Charms, which might in a manner, authoriſe your 
Contempt of every thing you can ſee out of it; yet 
with what Sweetneſs, what Affability, db you treat all 
the World !/— And ſhall any one preſume to ſay, this 
is not Virtue in you !-- A Self-denial, which, it mutt 
be own'd, equals all that can be ſaid of the Tem- 
perance of Scipio, or that other great Conqueror, Who, 
tho? periſhing for Thirſt, refuſed the profer'd Cup, 
becauſe it contain d not ſufficient for his whole Army 
to participate. 


Bellimante blaſti'd exceſſively, and the whole Com 4 


pany laugh'd at the Turn Philetes had given to this 
iſpute. Ariſto, who began to think he had gone too 
far, and was poſſibly a little perplex*'d how to bring 
bimſelf handſomly off, thank'd him for this ſeaſonable 
Relief; and the Converfation had doubtleſs continu'd 
longer on this Head, if a titted Coxcomb had not that 
Moment roll'd into the Room, and with an Inundation 
of Impertinence, interrupted the Current of good 
Senſe, —— He had been that Morning at the Rehearſal 


of a New Play, and we were tcizid for near three 
kg quarters 
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quarters of an Hour with his ridiculous Remarks on 
the Scenery, the Plot, and Diction. The Poet, it 
ſeems, had not conſulted him in the Affair, and he 
was reſolv'd to damn it, at leaſt in the Opinion of 
thoſe to whom his Quality gave a Sanction to his. 
Judgment, Had any one been inclin'd to take the 
Part of either the Work or Author, it had been im- 
poſſible, without being poſſeſt of an equal Share both 
of Aſſurance and Volubility, to introduce one fingle- 
Word of Contradiction; and tis probable his un- 
weary'd Tongue wou'd have run on, for a conſider- 
able Time, in the ſame Manner it had begun, if we 
had not been reliev'd by the Entrance of a Gentleman 
whom Ezhclinda, not having ſeen for a great While, re- 
ceiv'd with extraordinary Marks of Satisfaction; on 
which his Lordſhip, who poſſibly came more out of 
reſpe& to her Quality than Merit, took his Leave. 

The Perſon to whom we were indebted for this Eaſe; 
was of an advanc'd Age, but had all the Sprightlineſs 
of Youth, without its Levity ; of a moſt graceful Ap- 
pearance, and as I afterwards heard, was not only poſ- 
{eſt of one of the greateſt Eſtates. in the Kingdom, 
but alſo of a Diſpoſition to make the beſt uſe of it. 

This it was which gain'd him ſo much the Eſteem 
of the excellent Erhelinda, that there were few, if any 
of her Acquaintance, for whom ſhe had a greater 
Value, 

After chiding him, in the moſt obliging Manner, 
for. his long Abſence, ſhe told him there was- no other 
Way to expiate his Offence, than by a faithful Con- 
feſſion of the Motives which had. render'd him guilty 
of it; 

How infinitely. agreeable ars all the Tasks impos'd 
by the amiable Etbelinda, cry'd he! What I have ts. 
{ay will not only be a Pleaſure to myſelf in the Repe · 
dition, but alſo, for its Singularity, afford ſome Enter 
tainment to thoſe whe hear me. 
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OU may remember, Madam, ſaid this worthy 
Perſon, addreſſing himſelf to Ezhelinda, that 
I have ſometimes made Mention of a Friend, whe 
was very dear to me. He was the Companion of my 
Youth; and when both arriv'd at Maturity, were as 
ſeldom apa as our different Avocations wou'd permit. 
He was once Maſter of a competentEſtate ; but vexa- 
tious Law-ſuits, with ſome other Misfortunes in the 
Family, deprived him of it;. and ſome Years before 
his Death,. his only Dependence was a Poſt he held a- 
bout the King's Perſon. Thoſe Agonies, which Na- 
ture feels at an approaching Diſſolution, were greatly 
heighten'd by the Reflection, that he mult leave three 
Sons, the eldeſt of whom had rot then ſeen ſeven 
Vears, entirely unprovided for: I was ſo unhappy as 
to be out of the Kingdom when he died, and at my 
Return, found thoſe poor Orphans deſtitute indeed, — 


Relations they had, and ſome in whoſe Power it was 


to have protected them; but Friendſhip does not al- 
ways follow Blood, and had not my Afliſtance ſeaſon- 
ably interpos'd between them and Miſery, I know not 
to what Extremes their helpleſs Infancy might have 
been reduced. —In fine, I rook them under my Care; 
diſpos'd of them in a proper Manner, and did for them 


what I ſhou'd have expected their Father would have 


done to Children of mine, if in the ſame Situation. 
As they grew up, I made it my Buſineſs to obſerve 
their different Inclinatious, and what Profeſſion each of 


them wou'd beſt become, and.be moſt likely to ſucceed. 


in.— The Eldeſt diſcover'd a martial Genius; ſo I pro- 


cured him a Pair of Colours, and he is fince promoted 


to- be a Captain. His next Brother, being of a grave 
and ſedentary Nature, I ſent to. the Univerſity, 5 
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he ſoon made a great Progreſs in the Study of Phyſick. 
The Third had Talents more adapted to Buſineſs 
than either of the others, and I found took an extreme 
Delight in rea ing, and talking of mercantile Affairs; 
I uſed my Intereſts with ſome of the Directors of the 
Faſt- India Company, and got him ſent over to one of 
their Factories. The Recommendations he carry- 
ed with him, and the genteel Manner in which I took

advantageous to him, and I expected nothing leſs tham 
to ſee him, when laſt Week I receiv'd a Letter from 
him dated at Dea/.—As it was extreamly ſhort, I be- 
lieve my Memory will ſerve me to repeat it.——L

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The Surpriſe this Letter gave me on firſt Reading; 
and the Impatience that ſucceeded it, were more ſtrong 
than is uſual in a Man of my Years; but I muſt own. 
that tho* I took an equal Care of all the Children of 
my deceas'd Friend, yet this Rodomond more particu- 
Iarly ſhared my Tendernets, He had diſcover'd in 
his Infant Years ſuch a Sweetneſs of Diſpoſition, as 
had always intereſted my Affections in his Behalf, and I 
know not if I were happy enough to have ſuch a Son, 
whether it were poſſible for me to love him more. 

At length he came, and receiv'd the Embraces I 

ve bim with a Politeneſs which one might rather have 
expected from a young Man bred up in a Court, than 
in a Factory of Merchants; but indeed we, who hap- 
pen to be born to Eſtates, and have nothing to do but 
to improve our Minds, are apt to be a little too tena- 
cious on that Advantage, and imagine that Commerce 
and Good Manners are Things incompatible ;, whereas 
nothing can be more unjuſt, Moſt Merchants are 
the younger Sons of good Families, — often have Rela- 
tions in the higheſt Rank, with whom they converſe, 
and I ſee-no Reaſon why, being employ'd in a Buſi- 
neſs, which is in itſelf the Strength and Glory of this 
Kingdom, ſhould make them derogate from that gen- 


teel Turn of Behaviour inculcated in their Childhood. 


We have many preſent Inſtances that a Merchant 
may be a fine Gentleman, and of thoſe who act in a 
Manner which it were to be wiſh'd ſome in a ſuperior 


Sphere wou'd endeavour to imitate. Thoſe Gentle 


mer, indeed, who, like Rodomond, are ſent Young 


into our Colonies abroad, cannot be ſaid to have many 


Opportunities of improving themſelves in the politer 
Studies; therefore that he is ſo well qualified for Con- 


verſation, is the more to be applauded in bim, as he 


owes it merely to Nature, and that happy Propenſity 


which directed him to make Choice of thoſe, for the 


Companions of his leiſure Hours, with whom he 
cou'd be in no Danger of loſing what he had learn'd 


in England. | 
I have already confeſs'd, continued he, that this 


young Merchant is very dear to me, taerefore you'l! 


pardon 
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pardon the Overflowings of my Heart in this Digref- 
on; but I ought to conſider before whom I ſpeak, and 
that it is with other Matters than an old Man's Fond - 
neſs I ſhou'd entertain this Company. 

Here I cou'd perceive ſeveral Moaths were open to 
aſſure him that what he ſaid ſtood in need of no Apola- 
y ; but he went on, and they wou'd not interrupt him. 
After the firit Demonſtrations, purtued he, of Ref- 
pect and Gratitude on his Part, and Lenderneſs on 
mine, were a little over, I began to queſtion him on 
the Motives of his Return; not that I blamed him for 
it, as I told him, becauſe I thought he had already 
acquir'd a Fortune ſufficient to content any Man that 
was not avaricious ; but as his laſt Letter from the In- 
dies had declar'd a Reſolution of continuing there ſome 
Time, I had an Impatience to know what had wrought 
ſo great a Chanye in his Sentiments. On which he 


3 gave me the Account 1 expected from him, in theſe or 


the like Words. 
On my firſt Arrival at Bombay, I was too young to 
be made a Companion for thoſe of riper Years; and in 


my Nature rather too ſerious to partake the Diverſions 
of thoſe who were nearer my awn Age: So paſt moſt 


of thoſe Hours 1 cou'd ipare, from the Service of the 
Company, in learning the Malayan Language, in which 
I became ſo great a Profictent in a ſhort Time, that I 
cou'd converſe with the Natives with as much Eaſe as 
if J had been born among them. I cannot ſay I fore- 
ſaw any great Advantages wou'd accrue to me by this 
Study; but i afforded me, at chat Time, a good deal 
of Pleaſure to inform myſelf concerning the Religion, 
the Laws, the Cuſtoms, and the Humours, of the Peo- 
ple I was among, in a more particular Manner than I 
cou'd elſe have been, 
It prov'd however of much more Conſequence than 
1 expected; for our Interpreter dying, the Company 
ſuffer d greatly by being oblig*d to truſt to the Indians. 
This I perceived, and as the Governor, and indeed. 
all the 8 of the Factory, had been extreamly 
obliging to me, I was prevail'd upon, by my own In- 
cunations as well as their Entreaties, to take upon me 
that 
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that Office, which I no ſooner did, than I detected ſe 


veral Impoſitions, obliged thoſe that had been guilty 
of them to make Allowances in the next Bargain; and 
I may venture to fay, ſav'd the Company above an 


Hundred Thouſand Pound in two Years Time. 


This, Sir, endear'd me very much to the Factory; 
but it render'd me ſo hateful to the Natives, who 
before lov'd me, that they reſolv'd, at any Rate, to 
get rid of a Perſon who depriv'd them of making 
thoſe Advantages they wou'd otherwiſe have done. 


It was my Cuſtom every Morning to ride out before 


the Heat of the Day came on, and as I ſuſpefted nc 
Treachery, went frequently alone, and ſometimes wou'd 
make an Excurſion ſeveral Miles into the Country. 
This Dependence had like to have prov'd fatal to me. 
In one of thoſe Airings, as I was paſting by the Side 
of a thick Wood, in which that Country very much 
abounds, the Bridle of my Horſe hanging careleſsly 
over the Pummel of the Saddle, and my Mind entirely 
taken up with a Book I had in my Hand ; I heard the 
Sound of ſeveral Voices, and on a ſudden found my - 
felf incompaſs'd by five Men, arm'd with Cutlaſſes, 
who, without ſpeaking a Word to me, ſeiz'd.me, drag'd 
me off my Horie, bound me Hand and Foot, and ty- 
ed me on one of "thei own Horſes, while one of them 
mounted mine, and rode away with him. As I was 
entirely unarm'd, it was in vain to attempt any Reſiſt- 
ance: All I cou'd do was to aſk the Meaning of this 
ſtrange Uſage; what was their Deſign, and how I bad 
offended their Maſter, for I knew two of them to be 
Servants to a Banyan with whom I had a particular Ac- 
quaintance, and who had always expreſs'd a more than 
ordinary F riendſhip for me. But there is no truſting 
to the Profeſſions of thoſe People; they frequently 
ſeem moſt kind when they have moſt the Intention of 
deſtroying, and no liking of a Perſon is ſufficient to 
revent them from ſeeking his Ruin, when their on 
tereſt comes in Place. 

They made no Anſwer to any of my Queſtions, 1-1 
ſeem'd the leaſt affected with the Remonſtrances I mace 


* the Injuſtice, and Cruelty, they were guilty of, in 
| treating 
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treating an innocent Man in this Manner; and when 1 
found they made their Way with me into the Wood, 
expected nothing but immediate Death, and that this 
was the Place where my Tragedy muſt be acted; but 
I ſoon found they had other Orders, and contenting 
= themſelves with paſſing through one Corner of it, car» 
ried me directly to the Houſe of the Banyan, where 
* they threw me into a Hole, which had but juſt Light 
enough to ſhew me the Horribleneſs of it; and there 
left me bound in the ſame Manner I have deſcrib'd. 

= Jt wou'd be difficult, Sir, continued he, to make 
you ſenſible of what I felt in this Situation; none but 
= thoſe, who have ſeen inevitable Death ſtare them in 
= the Face, can be able to conceive it. I muſt confeſs I 


bd wo 


= wanted both Fortitude and Patience. I thought it hard 
to die at my Years, and in the Fulneſs of Strength 
and Vigour, and yet harder to fall a Sacrifice to the 
8 Cruelty of theſe Barbarians.—-—TI accus'd myſelf of 
Cowardice and Stupidity, that I had not, by oppoſing 
the Wretches who laid hold of me, provok'd them to 
end me at once, rather than have ſuffer d them to bring 
me where my Fate was to be no leſs certain, and per- 
haps more dreadful, than it cou'd have been by their 
Weapons. Amidſt theſe fad Reflections, not one flat- 
tering Idea roſe. —T here was indeed not the leaſt Room 
to hope I cou'd make my Eſcape, bound as I was, and 
under the Roof of one who, I might well judge, had 
not taken this Pains to have me in his Power to leave 
me any Poſſibility of getting out of it; and I was 
giving way to a Deſpair, which wou'd have been 
highly criminal in one who ought to have remember'd 
nothing is impoſſible to Divine Providence, when all 
at once I ſaw the Shadow of ſomething at the Entrance 
of my Cavern, and heard a Voice cry, Radomond. 1 
look'd up, and perceiv'd from the horrible Depth in 
which I was plung'd, that it was a Woman that ſpoke. 
to me. Rodomond, continued ſhe, my Heart is pierced 
with Shame and Sorrow, at the Cruelty of my Father. 
—He is determin'd to kill you. — It is, he thinks, a 
Service he owes his Country, and the Moment he re- 
urns from the Town, where one of the Servants is. 
now 
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now gone to acquaint him with your being taken, i: 
defign'd to be the laſt of your Life. 
. Here ſhe ceas'd to ſpeak, and I cou'd eafily perceive, 
by the Sound of her Voice, that it was her Tears 
Put a Stop to her Words. I had often ſeen this young 
aid, and thought her extreamly amiable, but had no 
Acquaintance with her; and the Pity ſhe ſeem'd to feel 
for my Diſtreſs, added to the advantageous Idea I be- 
fore had of her. I was about faying ſomething that 
might expreſs my Gratitude, when ſhe, having reco- 
ver'd herielf a little, reſum'd her Diſcourſe in theſc 
Terms. 

I Hatter myſelf, ſaid ſhe, it is in my Power to fave 
you ; but no Time is to be loſt in the Attempt.— You 
mult therefore bind yourſelf, by a folemn Vow, tv 
perform three Things I ſhall injoin; Which, if you 
conſent to do, be afſur'd I will either preſerve, or pe- 
riſn with, you. 

I then told her, That I ſhou'd ever look upon her 
as my Guardian Angel; That I wou'd bind my ſelf 
eternally to her Service, and refuſe no Command {he 
ſhou'd lay upon me, provided Obedience was not in- 
confiſtent win my Duty to Heaven, or what I ow'd 
to my own Honour. K 

Did I think you capable of infringing either, an- 
ſwer'd this charming Maid, I wou'd not run the Ha- 
zard I now do to fave you. But to eaſe you of all 
Apprehenſions on that Score, know the Articles which 
J require your ſtrict Performance of are theſe. Firlt, 
If I am fo fortunate to deliver you from my Father's 
Power, you ſhall never be publickly ſeen again in 
Bombay, but quit the Place with all poſſible Expedi- 
tion ; and, 5 cannot hope to be forgiven what I do 
for you, make me the Partner of your Flight.—-Se- 
condly, That during the Voyage, and on our Arri- 
val in your Country, or wherever you ſhall think fit 
to go, you will never make any Attempts on my Vir 
tue, either by Perſuaſions or Force, but ſuffer me to 
tive in the Way I ſhall chuſe. - — And Laffly, The: 
you. will make no Diſcovery of my Father's Trea- 
chery, in order to draw on him the Revenge of your 
$6.

Wich theſe Words ſhe gave over ſpeaking, expect 


ing me to reply, which I did in this Manner. The 


too Firſt of your Demands are too agreeable to my 
dan Inclinations and Principles not to be readily a- 
$ greed to; but the Laſt is more difficult: I ſhall how-' 
ever not hefitare to forgive, and bury in Silence, all 


the Faults of the Father, in Confideration of the 
Daughter's Merits, and the Obligations ſhe lays me 


under; and here invoke that Power, we Europrans 
8 worſhip, to bleſs me as I obſerve, with the utmoſt 


Exactneſs, and Fidelity, what is now requir'd of me. 
I am ſatisfied, ſaid ſhe, and now behold the Con- 


trivance I have form'd for you; with this ſhe ſtruck 
2 Flint upon a Steel, and ſetting a Bundle of Straw, 


ſhe had brought with her for that Purpole, on fire, 
threw it down to me; be not alarm'a, cry'd the, but 
let it burn the Cords that tye your Hands, a little 


BY Scorching will be the worſt that can befal you; for 
S when the Fire has done its Work, I have Water here 
do pour down, and prevent it from going farther than 


is neceſlary. 
J cannot ſay, but the Method appear'd ſomewhat 


extraordinary, and the Blaze, in that narrow Cavern, 
very terrifying ; but my Condition was deſperate, and 
I roll'd myſelf, as well as 1 cou'd, towards that Part 
here the Fire was, and continued till not only the 
$ Cords, but my Cloaths, were on Fire. As ſoon as my 


Hands, and Feet, were at Liberty, I tore of my Coat, 


and being then able to ſtand upright, ſtampt upon the 
Blaze, till 1 intirely extinguiſh'd it, without the Help 
of the fair Indians Bucket, which ſhe however 
empty'd to prevent any Danger from its rekindling 
= before I was got out, which {ill ſeem'd to me an in- 
ſuperable Difficulty, conſidering the Height 1 was to 
dlamber; but my Protectreſs had provided alſo an 
Expedient for this; She had brought with her a Rope 
Jof great Strength, and Ihickneſs, in which having 
made ſeveral Nooſes for me to put my Feet in, ſne 
$ falcn'd one End to the Trunk of a Tree, with ſo 


many 
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many Knots, that it was impoſſible for it to ſlip, and 
let the other down, telling me I muſl make uſe of it 
inſtead of a Ladder. I did ſo, tho' with incredib e 
Pain, for my Hands being very much ſcorch d, not 
only the- Skin, buc the Fleſh in ſome Places came off, 
by graſping the thick and rough Cord.-- My Feet 
were in the ſame Condition, my Shoes and Stocking: 
having been burnt off.— At length, however, I reach'd 
the Top; but certainly a more lamentable Obje& 
cou'd not be ſeen. 

- Zoa, for ſo the Banyan's Daughter is call'd, clap'd 
her Hands together, in Token of Aftoniſhment and 
Pity ; but as this was not a Place for either of us to 
expreſs the Paſſions with which we were actuated, ſhe 
made a Sign to me to follow her, which I did as faft 
as the Soreneſs of my Feet wou'd permit, into the 
Wood, where having choſe the moſt thick and un- 
frequented Part of it, ſhe bad me lie down under the 
Cover of ſome Shrubs, which grew high, and not to 
move from that Place till her Return. 

I will not trouble you, Sir, purſu'd my young 
Merchant, with the Particulars of my Contemplations 
during my. waiting for Zea; I ſhall only ſay, that in 
the Midſt of that Hurry of Spirits 1 was in, from the 
Time of my firſt Seiſure, to my ftrange Deliverance 
from that dreadful Pit, whence J had expected to riſe 
no more, I did not forget to bleſs the Divine Power, 
which had ſo miraculouſly preferv'd me, nor to invoke 
the Continuance of his Goodnels. 

It was about two Hours, as near as. I can gueſs, 
that I continued in the Poſture Zoa had left me in, 
without hearing the Sound of any human Feet ap- 
proaching that Way. At laſt a certain Ruſtling in the 
Thicket inform'd me ſome living Creature was not 
far off; as I had ſome A prehenſions concerning the 
miſchievous Animals that haunt thoſe Woods, I ven- 
tur'd to lift my Head above my leafy Covert, in or-

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where I was I crouched down again with: all the 
= Haſte I could, when the Perion who had given me 
this Palpitation cas'd me of it; by calling me by my 
BY Name, in a Voice which I ſoon knew was that of my 
fair Deliverer. Rodomond, laid ſhe, do you. think it 
poſſible even for my own Father to know me in this 
2 Diſgeiſe? I then had Courage to. riſe, and indeed 
cou d ſcarce be convinc'd, that under the Form of a 
PZ crooked and deform'd Negro, I ſaw the beautiful Zoa. 
The Aſtoniſhment ſhe ſaw me in, forc'd a Smile from 
hier, in ſpite of the Anxiety ſhe muſt of Conſequence 
be in, at what ſhe. had undertook ; but finding ſhe: 
= was ſufficiently conceal'd, ſhe open'd her Bundle, 
= which contain'd the Habit of a Slave; this ſhe made 
me put on, and afterwards rub my Face with a cer- 
2 tain black Ointment, which made me ſeem as much 
2 Negro as if I had been born in Guiney. 
When ſhe had thus provided againſt all Diſcovery, 
nin caſe we had been ſeen by any that knew: us, ſhe 
told me that whey ſhe left the Houſe, her Father was 
not come home, but was expected every Moment; 
That no body as yet had been near the Pit, and my 
Eſcape was not dreamt of.— Therefore, ſaid ſhe, you 
maſt now conſider what Friend you can belt depend 
upon to conceal us, till ſome Ship goes off; for it 
will be wholly improper to go to your own Houſe,

Hurt from this furious Animal, ſhe knew he wou'd in-

then the old Man would immediately ring an Alarm- 
bell they had in the Turret, on which the Country 
People wou'd preſently ſurround the Houſe, and no- 
thing cou'd prevent him from being ſeen : What to do 
in this Exigence ſhe knew not.
